Willie Schiffers, acting 
as spokesperson for the 
group, told council they 
were a “‘group of citizens 
concerned about 
Dombind.’’ She asked coun- 
cil if they had decided to 
stop using Dombind on 
Township roads. 

**No, wehaven’t,”’ stated 
Reeve Reid.’ 

Calling the dust 
suppressant ‘liquid indus- 
trial waste’ * Schiffers asked 
council ‘‘Why are you us- 
ing our roads:as a disposal 
site?” 

Schiffers also mentioned 
to council that Dombind can 
not be used until municipal 
councils are aware of what 
is in the control order which 
has yet to be signed by the 
Ministry of Environment. 
She noted there are other 
ways to redace dust besides 
hard topping roads or using 
calcium chloride. 

Schiffers claimed a great 


deal of the dust on Town- 
ship roads is caused because 
people drive too fast on the 
gravel roads. 

‘I therefore,”’ she said, 

‘ask you to introduce a 
posted speed-limit on all 
gravel roads.I’m not asking 
you to reduce the speed limit 
on paved roads just gravel 
roads. I’ve been told if we 
post it the O.P.P. will en- 
force it.”’ This, she said, 
would make people drive at 
a more leisurely pace and 
would cause less dust. 

“I am here to be part of 
the solution,” Schiffers 
stated. 

**Everyone seems to 
apree that dust is a prob- 
lem,”’ Mark Godfrey stated. 
Godfrey asked council if 
they had received any pric- 
ing for alternative dust 
suppressants, Council in- 

ortned him they had and, 
said the price for calcium 
chloride would be $800 per 
kilometre on a single lane 


road and $1600 on a double 
lane road 

Noting that calcium 
chloride, like Dombind, has 
strict regulations for appli- 
cation, Reeve Reid stated, 

“We'll only be able to put it 
in front of the houses.” 

The question was raised 
of how much money it 
would cost to have roads 
hard-topped and council 
said it would be about $1500 
per kilometre and that 
doesn’t include the cost of 
preparing the road. 

Godfrey asked if coun- 
cil had ever looked at the 
costs of hard-topping com- 
pared to using dust 
suppressants and, inthe long 
run, which was more cost 
effective? 

Reeve Reid stated that 
council does realize in the 
long run it is cost effective 
to hard-top and easier to 
maintain in the winter. He 
also noted council does have 
a long-term plan in place.

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Think twice before bringing groceries home in plastic bags

The business of recycling 
ue box materials is‘cer- 
ainly an interesting, if some- 


cing in the blue 
90x, including five kinds of 
slastic and four grades of 
paper, developing markets 
for each of these products, 
once they’ ve been ted 
out and baled, takes us to 
many corners of the world.’ 

The value of any one 
material, and therefore its 
‘‘recyclability’” depends to 
a greatextenton the strength 
of these markets. While 


sotme markets are very. 


strong, such as those for 
aluminum and some paper 
fibres, markets for other 


materials ate weak. This is 
the case with the matenal 
which seems to give us the 
most problems - film plastic. 
Filny plastic is the soft plas- 
tic that bread bags, grocery 
store bags, milk and gar- 
‘bage bags are made out of 
Recently, one of the few 
reliable markets for this 
product in Ontario shut its 
doors, making this hard to 
market material even harder, 
for municipalities that still 
accept it in the blue box. 
With markets being so poor, 
recycling film plastic is more 
than just a money-losing 
ation, we now have to 
give it away. Its valuc won't 
even cover the cost of trans- 
portation. 
To find a solution to this 
problem many Recycling

Coordinators are calling on 


the Provincial Government 


to put.some pressure on the 
companies that produce plas- 
tic products to assume some 
of the costs to recycle their 

ts. This is a system 
which many businesses have 
suppofted in European coun- 
tries. The current provincial 
government in Ontario, how- 
ever, has been reluctant to 


* take any steps that are un- 


popular with large busi- 
nesses. If plastic film pro- 
ducers began to specify re- 
cycled content in products 
like garbage bags, where raw 
material colour is not an is- 
suc, this would do a great 
deal towards creating a mar- 
ket for recycled film plastic 
Even this step, which would 
be an easy thing for plastic 


producers to do, has been 
neglected ; 

There seems to be very 
little support for municipal 
recycling programs coming 
from the businesses that 
make the products we recy- 
cle, and the government is 
doing very little fo help us 
out. This leaves local mu- 
nicipalities to foot the bill to 
either landfill the plastic - 
which would have to be seen 
as a backward step environ- 
mentally - or recycle this 
material for which markets 
barely exist. 

There are ways in which 
residents car help local re- 
cycling programs to make 
the plastic producers take 
more notice of our difficul- 


ties. One thing we could do 
would be to stop using the

Now it seems obvious to 
me that if people don’t know 
where you are, what your 
business or service is, and 
what your hours are you are 
not likely to get a lot of busi- 
ness. If you are_a perma- 
nently established business 
especially in a very com- 
petitive one like, for exam- 
ple, the restaurant business, 
you are likely to die a slow 


death and go bankrupt. Such . 


a business, if it wants to 
succeed or stay alive cannot 
rely on just local: business 
but must rely"on drive by 


traffic to get an edge on the © 


competition. But, you say, 
profit margins are slim and 
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there are little left over for 
advertising and good signs 
are expensive. 

I say you cannot afford 
not to invest in advertising 
even if you have to borrow 
to get it. What is the point of 
being in business if you end 
up not making money at it 
and even going bankrupt? 
Unless of course you are 
using the business for tax 
write-off purposes or losing 
money for the joy of it. Ifyou 
cannot -afford professional 
signs to indicate that you are 
in business, a piece of 4x8 
plywood painted white with 
your own lettering will do. 
People will still get the mes- 
sage and may stop in. 

Now our neighbours, the 
Kettyles, know how to put 
up a garage sale. When they 
have one, they always put an 
ad in the paper and post fly- 
ers in town listing some of 
the choice items. Tools will 
usually bring in the men. 
They also have signs galore. 
However, they dont just put 
one at Cooper Road and 
Highway 7 but others up the 
road on 7 and 62 as well as 
ahead of their location on 
Cooper Road saying “*Ga- 
rage sale ahead’ along, with 
the date and time. At the last 
sale they ended up getting 
most of the business from 
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someone up the road who 


also had a garage sale but 
who had only one sign and it 


did net say how far up the 
road their sale was. Another 
example of good advertising 
is that of Larry Kyte and his 
Chip Wagon on Highway 7. 
And, finally, is there anyone 
in Ontario who doesn’t know 
that Smitty is in the business 
of selling appliances?

ceries and get them to your - 


car and from the car into the 
kitchen Three boxes would 
handle the equivalent of 10 
or 12 bags of groceries. The 
boxes come in handy for all 
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kind of uses - like storing 
food items when you make 
that trip to the cottage. The 
cost of plastic bags 1s built 
into the price of your grocer- 
ics. Eliminating the need for 
‘them will help keep grocery 
prices down. The other ad- 
vantage, of course, is that by 
reusing, we are reducing the 
need to exploit more crude 
oil which ts used to make 
new plastic products.

Dale Lehtila, Executive 
Director for.

Asphodel-Norwood - 
On April 1 Canada’s map 
chaneed forever Nunavut

While Nunavut was cel- 
ebrating its birth, students 
at Norwood Distnct High 
School were treated to an 
afternoon assembly based 
on the life and wavs of the 


Inuit people who will im- 
habit Nunavut, The assem- 
bls was divided into four 
parts with a different focus 
at cach one 

In the cafeteria, Anghi- 
can minister Bishop talked 
about the advancement of 
the Inuit society. He spent 
1S vears living in 
Coppermine. duc north of 
Edmonton 

Their seasons are very 
different than ours. At one 
time the sunsnmever goes 
down for six weeks, it just 
circles the sky. In the first 


two weeks of Spring, eve- 
rvone is sunburned because 


the sun is so bright for so 
long 

In the carly 1900's the 
Inuit were still living in the 
stone-age. At that time, la- 
dies used bone needles to 
sew and used pots made of 
soapstone to cook their 
meals over a soapstone sea- 
ol lamp. 


But the advancement of 
the Inuit was much faster 
than ours. They went from 
stone-age to space-age in 
half a life time 

Rev. Bishop told the 
story of a man who grew up 
in the time of bone needles 
and soapstone pots, but died

Bonita is growing seven 
new varicties this year, all 
of which have interesting 
foliage eharacteristics, pre- 
fer part shade to full sun, 
bloom June-July and look 
great when massed at the 
edge of the border. 

Hosta (Plantain Lily) are 
easy to grow and extremely 
long-lived. Of the six new 
varicties grown at The Gar- 
den Network this vear 
Paul’s Glory is of particular 
interest as a specimen plant 
It has gilden-heart shaped 
leaves streaked with blue- 
green on the; margins, the 
centre later fading to parch- 
ment white. The lavender 
flower spikes rise above the 
two foot high foliage. The 
plant spreads to three feet at 
maturity. 

Iris siberica (Siberian 
Iris), another long-lived 
perennial with attractive 
foliage and delicate look- 
ing flowers in Mav and June. 
Height is two and a half.to 
three feet and grows well in 
borders or on the waterside. 
|. siberica “Silver Edge’’ has 


large skv-blue flowers with 
petals edged in silver. | 
siberica ** Butter and Sugar” 
is an award-winning sclec- 
‘tion, with flowers in a soft- 
white and butter-vellow 
combination. [.siberica 
**Sparkling Rose’’. bears 
flowers ina soft rosy-mauve 
with bronze veining. 
Lysimachia punctata 
‘“Alexander” (Yellow 
Loosestrife) is a variety 
from England. Another 
plant with variegated foli- 
age, the green leaves are 
edged with cream. Interest- 


ingly, the fresh spring 
growth is tinged with pink. 
The star- shaped yellow 
flowers appear in June 
through August. The plant 
reaches a height of one and 
a half to two feet and is a 
good waterside plant but 
adapts well to the border or 
woodland edge and makes 
a good cut flower. 

Platycodon apoyama 
grandiflorus ‘*Fairy Snow”’ 
(Balloon Flower). These 
plants should be well- 

marked since they are slow 
to reappear in the spring. 
Try marking the spot with 
crocuses grown underneath 
them. They are a long lived 
plant, upright in form they 
grow well in sun or partly 
shaded and the blooms 
(June-August) are white 
with blue-veining. 

Bonita’s greenhouse, 
perennial nursery area and 
display gardens are in 
Stockdale, at The Garden 
Network.

Locke, who has recently 
attended two different con- 
ferences about the Y2K, 
gave a short presentation at 
the Centre Hastings South 
Ward Fire Hall, Tuesday

Chief Locke said after

could cause some people to 
panic,

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Locke suggests that peo- 
ple concerned with banks 
should contact their indi- 
vidual institution and find 
out if they have any plans 
for closedowns, money re- 
strictions, or anvthing of thal 
nature. 

"If you do need money 
you shouldn’t need any 
more than $200. If the hy- 
dro does go off, think about 
it, what are you going to 
buy?”’ asked Locke. 

Locke commented peo- 
ple should have enough sup- 
plies and food in their homes 
to last for seven days. Even 
without the ¥2K he pointed 
out you should have enough 
for three days. He men- 
tioned the ice-storm that hit 
eastern Canada last vear and 
said he saw people down 
there without enough food 
in their homes to last them a 
day.
